Ago and the bay of Kownsho the thir- 
teen nnd fourteen-ycnr-old girls after 
they bare finished their primary school 
,worL go to. sea and icurn to dire. 


They arc In the water nnd l«irn to 


swim almost from babyhood nnd spend 
most of their time in the water except 
tn the coldest ncnson, front the end of 
December to the beginning of Febru- 
ary. Even durlne the mont Inclement 
of seasons they somutlme.i dlvo fur 
pearls. 


They wear "a special dress, white un- 


derwear nnd the bnlr twisted up Into 
B hard tnot. The eyes arc protected 
by glasses to prevent tbe entrance of 
water. Tubs nro suspended from the 
wutst. A; boat lu command of a tnnn 


] is attd&ned to every tlve or ten women 


dlviTiii to carry them to and from the 
liHlil'ii; grounds. 


When the divers arrive on tho 


ground* they leap Into the water at 
once and begin to gather oysters at 
the bottom. The oysters are dropped 
Into tubs suspended from their walstn. 
When these vessels are tilled the divers 
are raised to the surface and Jump 
Into the boat". They dive to n depth 
of from five to thirty fathoms without 
any special apparatus and retain their 
breath from one to three minutes. 


Their apes vary from thirteen to 


forty years, nnd between twenty-flvo 
and thirty-five they are at their prime.

the nature or pore yellow in the spec- 
trum, iteddisb green would describe 
the orange and yellow parts nnd 
greenish -violet the blue putts as'he 
•cos them.' In testing with colored 
yarns tho wool changed color to him 
when contrasted, 'although a normnl 
sighted person »aw no difference. 
These .facto show how different colors 
may possibly appear to those about us.

Rod Jacket was born near Geneva,

of tho Sonoca "nation" Brant

spised him for hlH cowardice, and In 
contempt nicknamed him "The Cow 
Killer" Yet within a few years Red 
Jacket became tho foremost man In 
tho mighty ' Six Nations," talking his 
way to supremacy among a 
people 


who 
admired 
deeds 
rather 
than 


words 
When thti revolution broke 


out he and his people espoused the 
British cause 
It was as a forest run- 


ner and scout for the English ofllceri, 
ratbor than as a warrior, that Red 
Jacket distinguished himself 
during 


the revolutionary years. 


In 1781 a conference was hold at 


Fort Stanwlx to discuss a treaty be- 
tween the Six Nations nnd tho United 
States 
Red Jacket argued fiercely

For, when Tccumeeh strove

His tidings did much to 


help Uncle Sam chock this wholesale 
consplraoy 
Soon afterward, at the 


beginning of the war oj 1812 
with 


England, ho and the Senecas cast In 
their lot with the United States. In 
council nnd in secret service rather 
than in lighting Red Jacket was of 
tremendous assistance to the govern- 
ment throughout that conflict, though 
his admirers claim that In the battle 
near Fort George, on the 
Niagara 


boundary line, in 1813, he did valiant 
•work.
